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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed January 25, 2006 have been 
acknowledged. 

2. Examiner acknowledges amended claims 1, 10, 17, 24 and 29. 

3. Examiner acknowledges cancelled claims 8-9. 

4. The rejection of claims 1-5, 10-11, 13-15, 17 and 19-23 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Spector, U.S. Patent Number 5,951,057 is withdrawn due to applicant's amended 
claims 1, 10, 17,24 and 29. 

5. The rejection of claims 24-3 1 under U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fujita et al., 
U.S. Patent Number 5,217,791 is withdrawn due to applicant's amended claim 24. 

6. The rejection of claims 1, 6-9, 12, 16 and 18 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Spector, U.S. Patent Number 5,951,057 in view of Young et al., U.S. Patent 
Number 4,079,025 is withdrawn due to applicant's amended claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-5, 10-14, 16-18, 20, 22 and 24-31 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over JP 07-189179. 
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The Japanese reference discloses a coated paper for printing that has a high printing gloss 
wherein the coating comprises an acetylated starch as an adhesive that is present in an amount of • 
3-12% by weight. Paragraph 0010 discloses that the starch is characterized by acetylation 
tapioca. Paragraph 0025 of the reference discloses that the substrate is a stencil paper. The 
reference does not disclose the thickness of the coating. The thickness of the coating affects the 
gloss and the aesthetics of the coated paper. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to have a high gloss coating in a thickness ranging from 0.001 mils to 7 
mils in order to have a printed product that is aestethically and texturally distinct. 
9. Claims 6-7, 15, 19, 21 and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art does not provide for the recited coated 
printed or imaged product, further including the starch includes high or low amylase corn starch 
and the textural, tactile or aesthetic characteristics may be selected from a group including 
animate, inanimate objects, geometric shapes, alpha character, numeric characters and 
combinations thereof.
